Tells of His Purchase 
the Army. 
Chicago, March 15.—Colonel a M. 
Smith, purchasing agent of the govern­ 
ment at Chicago since 1895, testified 
I yesterday before the government court 
I of inquiry tlmt the stores of canned 
I roast beof bought by him during the 
J Spanish war were all upon the direct 
order of General Eagan, the commissary 
general. He also stated that some pur­ 
chases of canned beef were made with­ 
out his knowledge by the commissary 
general. 
Good progress was made by tho court 
yesterday, but the end of the list of wit­ 
nesses to be examined in Chicago is not 
yet in sight. 
Colonel O. M. Smith, who has been 
the purcTiasing commissary of the gov­ 
ernment at Chicago since 1895, testified 
he had purchased between May ll and 
and July 19, 1898, 2,759,272 pounds of 
canned roast beef. The order of pur­ 
chase came from the commissary gen­ 
eral in every case. 
At the request of Colonel Davis the 
witness produced copies of the orders. 
He said the orders were all rush orders. 
“ M hat inspection were these pur­ 
chases subjected to?" asked Colonel 
Davis. 
“They were only inspected by sam­ 
ple." 
"In some cases I see the price of de­ 
liveries on the same day varies I or 2 
cents a pound. What is the reason for 
that?" 
“Those wi-re not my purchases. They 
were made from Washington." 
“Did you make any purchases of 
Libby, McNeil & Libby’s second grade, 
known as the Emory brand?’ 
“I myself never bought any of the 
secoud grade of Libby’s meat; this was 
purchased direct from Washington." 
“Did you buy any canned meat of the 
secoud grade?" 
“ Well, the Hammond company sub­ 
mitted to me some samples which 
seemed good and I bought them, not 
knowing until afterward it was what 
they call their second grade." 
“Did you pc-re base any refrigerated 
beef?” 
“No sir, but I paid for a good deal of 
it." 
On cross-examination Major Lee said: 
"Y on speak or purchasing this by sam­ 
ple under these rush orders that you re­ 
ceived. 
What course, or method, was 
pursued as to comparing these samples 
brought to you with the stores pur­ 
chased 
“None. I took it for granted that 
they supplied the same stores that were 
represented by the samples." 
Colonel Gillespie: “What reason was 
there for the commissary general mak­ 
ing purchases in this market without 
your knowledge?" 
“I do not know." 
General Davis: “Did ho ask you to 
send any samples of the Emory brand to 
him?" 
“He simply notified me that he had 
purchased it aud asked me to ship it.”

W IL L B E SUSTAINED 


In B lu m in g O ft S panish N egotiations 
F o r Beleave o f P risoners. 
Washington, March 15.—General Otis, 
In forbidding further negotiations be­ 
tween the Spanish at Manila and the in­ 
surgent*, touching the surrender of the 
Spanish prisoners held by the latter, 
acted upon his own authority. Tho 
government has not scut him any In­ 
structions upon this point, but it will 
unquestionably support him to die ex­ 
treme in any action of that kind he may 
take. 
In preventing the Spanish government 
freon negotiating directly wdth the in- 
vnrgenta, it U said here that General 
Otis undoubDedly was correct in his atti­ 
tude. Inasmuch as the ratification of 
the peace treaty has not been effected, 
the United States and Spain are still 
technically in a stat*" cf war, qualified 
only by the operation cf the protocol 
suspending hostilities. In this condi­ 
tion there Is no authority on the part cf 
the Spaniards to negotiate with the in­ 
surgent* without the explicit consent of 
the United States. 
Under the roles of war alone there 
would still be ample warrant for any ac­ 
tion General Otis might take calculated 
to prevent the in surge Ute from receiv­ 
ing supplies of food, clothings, muni­ 
tions of war or money, for the latter can 
always, with more or leas difficulty, be re­ 
solved info the former, even in the face 
a i a blockade. If the Spanish minister 
of foreign affairs feels cuffed upon to 
address himself respecting this subject 
lo Abe state department, directly or in-1 
©fanci ly, he undoubtedly would bo In 
Armed ©haft General Otis must be sus­ 
ta in e d .

PYRO-CELLI’ LOSE 


Stew Pow der Believed to Be Better 
Than the Sm okeless Article. 
Washington, March 15.—Tho navy de­ 
partment is rawly to Ink* whatever 
step# may be necessary in parrying nos 


the provisions of the naval bill for the 
purchase of smokeless powder during 
the coming year. It is not intended to 
antagonize the commercial interests In­ 
volved in this lino of manufacture by 
throwing the whole burden of prod no­ 
tion upon the government plants. The 
government has a plant at Indian Head, 
which, when oomph ted, will turn out a 
maximum product of about 3,000 pounds 
a day. But this will in no way compete 
with the private manufacturers. 
The navy has now a powder known 
ta the profession as Pyro-Cellulose, 
which is equal to if not better than any 
smokeless powder awd by foreign pow­ 
ers. Contrary to reports the new pow­ 
der, which has been tested by the navy 
under service conditions, is not only not 
Injurious to th* guns now in use, but has 
been rn nicely adjusted to their require­ 
ments that it has increased their effi­ 
ciency on an average of 600 feet per 
©©cond. 


Not V llla m d 's Body. 
Washington, March 15.—The secre­ 
tary of the navy yesterday afternoon re­ 
ceived the following telegram, dated 
Portland, Oro., March 14, from Assistant 
Engineer Proctor: "Remains found in 
chair about four miles west of Santiago 
as reported in today's newspapers, not 
those of Yillamel, but of Spanish sea­ 
man.

Hears the View* of National Grange 
Master Jones. 
Washington, March 15. — National 
Orang- Master Aaron Jones of Indiana 
was before tho industrial commission 
yesterday. 
He expressed the opinion 
that the railroad com-tan ie* should not 
be allowed to arbitrarily fix rate* 
He 
also asserted that the trusts should be 
controlled and suggested the lowering 
of the salaries of government officials. 
"I remember,” he said, "when the sal­ 
aries of congressmen were increased 
from $3,000 to $5,000. This increase 
was made on the plea that the purchas­ 
ing power of the dollar had decreased. 
Now thai there has been an increase in 
the purchasing power we hear of no 
agitation for a reduction of salaries.” 
Mr. Jones asserted that the farmer is 
unfairly and inequitably taxed, one 
fourth to one-third of the income of the 
average farm in Indiana being neoes 
Rary to pay the tax levied upon it; sug 
gusted legislation looking to uniformity 
in taxation; was favorable to a uniform 
income tax, but opposed the inheritance 
tax. 
On the qnestion of immigration he 
said the Polanders were moat nonaa- 
Kimilable of all foreigners. They insist 
upon maintaining their own schools for 
the preservation of their language and 
religion. 
He mentioned one community 
in Indiana where there were 1,500 Po­ 
lish children, not one of whom attended 
th© public schools.

Colonel O. M. Smith, who has been 
the pnrcTiasing commissary of the gov­ 
ernment at Chicago since 1895, testified 
he had pnrchas* d between May 11 and 
and July 19, 1898, 2,759,272 pounds of 
canned roast beef. The order of pur­ 
chase come from the commissary gen­ 
eral in every case. 
At the request of Colonel Davis the 
witness produced copies of the orders, 
He said the orders were all rush orders. 
"W hat inspection were these pur­ 
chases subjected to?” asked Colonel 
Davis. 
"Thoy were only inspected by sam­ 
ple.” 
“In some cases I see the price of de­ 
liveries on the same day varies I or 2 
cents a pound. What is the reason for 
that?” 
"Those were not my purchase* They 
were made from Washington.” 
"Did you make any purchases of 
Libby, McNeil & Libby’s second grade, 
known as the Emory brand?” 
"I myself never bought any of the 
second grade of Libby’s meat; this was 
purchased direct from Washington,” 
“Did you buy any canned meat of the 
second grade?” 
"Well, the Hammond company sub­ 
mitted to me some samples which 
seemed good and I bought them, not 
knowing until afterward it was what 
they call their second grade.” 
"Did yon purchase any refrigerated 
beef?” 
"No sir, but I paid for a good deal of 
it.” 
On cross-examination Major Lee said:
